I NMKRKV CHRISTMAS 
Among those whose 1943 Christmas was far from 
merry and bright, number the dealers in Christmas 
trees, who from coast to coast including a number in 
and around Warren, who are reported to have taken 
what is known vulgarly as a whale of a shellacking. 
That is to say. most of them lost their shirts and many 
of them their trousers. 
S. Burton Heath, in an editorial written for NEA 
Service and The Times-Mirror comments on the situa­ 
tion as follows: 
In the afterglow of good will to men, we should like 
to feel sorry for those luckless enterpreneurs. Yet some­ 
how we can’t seem to squeeze out any tears. 
Perhaps 
that is because we are so sorry for the poor suckers 
who paid grossly exhorbitant prices for trees when they 
first came around, and for th'-se other householders who, 
because of scandalous prices, decided to go without a 
tree. 
The Christmas tree industry in 1943 was the vic­ 
tim of its own cupidity. This is not meant to point the 
finger at every individual connected with the trade. But 
the industry as a whole tried to pull a last one, and got 
caught, and is entitled to no sympathy at all. 
The idea was that there would be a shortage, and 
everybody would be eager to get a tree, and here was a 
chance to clean up at the expense cl the good old Christ­ 
mas spirit. Prices were jacked up into the stratosphere. 
Many paid the price, reported in some instances to 
have reached the supercolossal height of si a foot. 
Most, with encouraging intelligence and courage, said 
“To heck with those robbers. 
We'll get by this year 
without a tree.’’ 
The comedown, for the industry, was sickening. 
“Business.” said one dealer, “was so lousy people would­ 
n't even steal ’em.” 
We’re not exactly gloating—not, that is, primarily. 
All right, then, we ARE gloating. But what we had iii 
mind was to point a moral. 
There are a disturbing lot of commercial and ser­ 
vice establishments which are taking advantage of this 
seller's market to get awfully cocky, independent and 
even sometimes insulting to would-be customers who 
are important enough to try* to buy things. 
The Christmas tree dealers could give these short­ 
sighted sellers a valuable tip. There never was a seller's 
market that didn’t change, some day, into a buyer's 
market. And the buyer, when it comes his turn, can be 
very. very tough. 


GHIM DAYS AHEAD 
Thole is a story in th* Wall Street Journal, which 
at year & end, mak< s you stop and think. Grim days of 
heavy sacrifice are ahead for the men who light. lor the 
civilian population at home, the peak has been i« ached. 
As the Washington writer reminds us: 
“This paradox may split the national psychology 
strangely in 1941. 
“We have been granted public intimation by Eng­ 
land’s Churchill. South Africa’s Smuts, Russia's Stalin, 
and our own military leaders, that a costly invasion as­ 
s a u lt will be made upon Europe, beginning early in the 
coming year, with American soldiers bearing the prin­ 
cipal burden. It is taken entirely for granted here that 
our military frojit will perform without serious flaw. 
“The home front, as appraised from th* capital, is 
now suffering from a mild but debilitating epidemic of 
war weariness. Not the type that spreads among the 
survivors of Berlin, but the peculiar war weariness of 
the expectant victor. 
It is the prevalent officials view 
that civilians are unflightened, uninspired and lacking 
in self-discipline. 
“This much is certain: War presents no further dra­ 
matic challenge to the civil population. The material of 
the invasion has already been manufactured, or it will 
be made mostly by workers plugging along at tasks now 
established. 
“With war production 
‘accomplished,’ extensive 
civilian supply programs are now being prepared. Their 
performance is likely to be a trend rather than a deluge 
unless Germany's capitulation comes early, but even 
without any Armistice it is calculated that many non­ 
war wares will be put in production during the first 
quarter of the year.”
